Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  Brigham 
Young  University  dean  of  stu- 
dents was  elected  president  of 
the  National  Association  of  Deans 
of  Men  at  their  thirty-second  an- 
nual conference  held  March  8th  at 
Williamsburg  Lodge,  Williarfls- 
burg,  Va. 

Dean  Lloyd  succeeds  Dean  L 
K.  Neidlinger  of  Dartmouth.  He 
was  the  sole  presidential  nominee 
and  was  installed  unanimously 
by  the  group. 

William  and  Mary  college 
acted  as  the  host  of  the  meet- 
ing which  was  attended  by 
representatives  of  200  univ- 
ersities. Probems  discussed 
during  the  four-day  confer- 
ence included  administration 
of  student  programs,  counsel- 
ing, fraternities,  publications, 
orientation  and  student  em- 
ployment. 

The  association  under  the  dir- 
ection of  Dean  Lloyd  will  meet  in 
St.  Louis  for  its  1951  meeting. 
Washington  University  will  act 
as  the  host. 

Dean  Lloyd  left  the  state  to 
speak  at  the  memorial  services 
of  Mrs.  Harold  Glen  Clark  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  on  the  19th 
of  March.  He  then  went  to  Will- 
iamsburg. 

From  the  27th  to  30th  of  March 
he  will  attend  the  Council  Guid- 
ance and  personal  association  at 
Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey.  Dean 
Lloyd  will  then  travel  westward, 
stop  briefly  at  Chicago,  and  ar- 
rive at  Provo  about  the  second 
of  April.  Dean  Lloyd  has  been  ac- 
tive in  university  affairs  for  many 
years.

Traffic  regulations  released; 
changes  effective  immediately 

Six  changes  in  Traffic  regulations  for  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Campus  were  announced  this  week  by  the  office  of 
Christen  Jensen,  Acting  President.  These  changes  are  effective 
immediately  and  all  operators  of  motor  vehicles  are  now  of- 
ficially notified  of  these  regulations. 

1.  No  parking  will  be  permitted  on  Upper  Campus  roads 
between  7:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  on  that  portion  of  the  campus 
west  of  Campus  Dorm  and  the  Receiving  Warehouse  except 
in  the  Restricted  Area  for  faculty  and  visitors  around  the  Smith- 
Brimhall-Library-Maeser  loop  and  designated  loading  zones 
and  service  areas. 

2.  Students  and  others  may  park  in  the  parking  lot  South 
of  the  Student  Supply  Building 
the  parking  lot  North  of  the  road- 
way and  between  the  North  build- 
ing and  the  top  of  the  stadium; 
and  for  a limited  time  only  in 
the  area  South  and  North  of  the 
green  shed  North  of  the  Brimhall 
building,  between  the  road  and 
the  sidewalk  leading  north  from 
the  Smith  building  only. 

3.  The  following  areas  are  re- 
served for  faculty  parking  only, 
until  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through 
Friday:  The  Smith -Brimhall-Li- 
brary-Maeser  loop;  the  entire  ar- 
ea North  of  the  North  building 
and  the  area  East  of  the  Speech 
Center. 

4.  The  area  South  of  the  Stud- 


ent Supply  between  the  corner 
and  the  entrance  to  the  Student 
Health  will  be  reserved  for  serv- 
ice parking  not  to  exceed  one 
hour. 

5.  Identification  stickers  are 
required  of  all  cars  on  the  cam- 
pus. This  sticker  must  be  dis- 
played on  the  forward  side  of  the 
rear-view  mirror.  A new  sticker 
must  be  obtained  if  the  old  one 
is  displayed  on,  any  other  part 
of  the  car.  Stickers  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Department  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds. 

6.  If  duplicate  traffic  tickets 
are  made,  a nominal  charge  of  10c 
will  be  made  for  duplicate  traf- 
fic tickets.

BYU’s  title  hopes  turned  out  to  be  just  so  many  pipe  dreams  as  the  boys  from  Provo  got  the  big 
r-itv  blues  once  again.  The  Cats  were  colder  than  Jane  Russell’s  acting  Friday  night  as  they  dropped 
a heart-breaking  56-55  job  to  Baylor’s  gritty  five.  With  the  pressure  off  the  following  evening, -the 
Cougars  were  loose,  loose  enough  to  run  wild  over  a good  UCLA  team  to  the  tune  of  83-62 

Thus  once  again  the  BYU  quest  for  national  honors  ended  in  defeat.  And  this  time  the  team 
had  nothing  to  blame  for  the  setback.  Though  their  shooting  had  been  way,  way  off,  tight  defensive 
play  and  superior  backboard  work  had  given  them  a four  point  edge  with  but  half  a minute  to  go.
